Chicago, July 27—The flight of 
forty dive keepers sought as witnesses 
in the grand jury investigation , of 
Police graft in the various red: light 
districts of. Chicago failed to prevent 
the voting of ancvther grist of indict- 
ments against Inspeetor Edward Me- 
Gann and his right hand man, De- 
tective Griffin, this afternoon. Though 
the work of States Attorney Waymen 
Wag somewhat retarded by the exodus 
of a large number of underworld den- 
izena, .who, he announced, had fled 
to Michigan and other states rather 
than testify against the, police offi- 
cials to whose “collectors” they had 
paid protection money, he was not 
seriously hampered in his work. 

As a result of his submission of new 
evidence to the. grand jury that body 
delivered another smashing blow to 
the alleged grafters by returning two 
additional indictments against In. 
spector McCann, one against Detec- 
tive Griffin and one against Charles 
Todd, an, alleged collector, of protec- 
tion money in South Chicago and 
other sections of Inspector Nicholas 
Hunts division, six. indictments 
against resort keepers in the West 
Side levee district and four against 
resort keepers in the “the Strand” 
district of South Chicago,

Mayor Hopewell,of Ottawa, took the 
opposite view and showed how $30,000 
had been saved in his city through 
the city being able to borrow this 
money for an engineering problem 
without waiting for the sanction of 
the people. 

-Mayor Evans, of Winnipeg, took 

that the legislative con- 
tro cils as practised in Can- 
ada was i] adyised. In England ad- 
ministrative control had succeeded 
legislative control and had been found 
to work out most satisfactorily, Mun- 
icipal councils should be given wide 
scope and then be required to sub- 
mit their plans to the administrative 
control of government ‘boards. Gen- 
erai powers were prelierable to specific 
powers, 

Ald. Elliott urged that it was a 
dangerous principie to allow any gov- 
ernment to force its ideas on muni- 
cipalities, Politics would figure alto- 
gether too prominently, he thought. 

In Extreme Cases Only, 

Ald, MeGhie, of Toronto, pointed 
out that the Ontario act only allowed 
debentures to be issued by councils 
in extreme cases. He thought it 
would be better that councils should 
haye the power to raise money in all 
eases without reference to the people 
s it frequently occurred in Toronto 

rat. only some 1,200 votes would be 
cast on a money “bylaw when thare 
were eixty or seventy thousand voters 
in the city.

Mayor Jamieson, of Calgary, held 
that there would in the future be 
great advances in the line of govern- 
ment by civic commissions and boards 
of control, However, the people should 
be very cautious about giving any- 
body, the power to lay debts upon 
them, 

Mayor Hopewell pointed out that 
none of these boards were given freer 
powers than the provincial legisla- 
tures, 

Mayor Patterson, oi Galt, wanted to 
see the people taken more fully into 
the confidence of the councils instead 
of financial questions being taken up 
exclusively ‘between councils and gov- 
‘Tmmert boards, 

Ald. MeMillan, of Vancouver, argu- 
ed that “it is only by the exercise of 
our municipal power that we can come 
into our full municipal manhood.” 
He deprecated municipalities having 
to run to governments for sanction 
for every liitle move,

Proposal to Establish Government In- 
stitution — Dairy. Commissioner 
Marker Explains System—Output 
of 63 Creameries Willi Be 200, 
Pounds This year—!4 Weeks Re- 
gisters 110,000, Pounds. 


At the request of the Board of Trade 
oi Fort Saskatchewan, George Har: 
court, deputy minister of agriculture, 
and C, Marker, provincial dairy com- 
missioner, went to the Fort on Tues- 
day to explain the system of govern- 
ment creameries and to answer any 
questions that might be asked regard- 
ing the organization and 1aaintenance 
of a creamery for that district. 

This means that Fort Saskatchewan 
covets the business advantages which 
accTue to other towns in the province, 
by reason of the establishment of a 
“overnment creamery. A great deal 
of butter is produced on the dairy 
farms and marketed in Edmonton,-but 
this does not bring the highest price, 
by reason of its not being the very 
best quality. It is estimated that 
the presence of a creamery will en- 
hance the value of the product by 
fifty per ent. and it is with a view 
to acquiring this benefit thal , 
Board.of Trade of Fort Saskatchéwan 
has taken up the question. It is now 
left to the board to organize the dis- 
trict and it is expected that the Fort, 
town will have a government cream- 
ery in the near future, 

Winter Output Strong. 

Mr. Marker was seen at the Wind. 
sor Hotel last evening regarding the 
creamery business of the province, 
He explained that the statements for 
the winter season are not all out as 
yet, so no definite information could 
be given as te the egtire winter out- 
put. For the first half of the win- 
ter season, comprising fourteen weeks 
from the middle of October to the 6th 
of February, Mr. Marker said the 
output had been 110,000 Ibs., and the 
avetage price secured was 274 cents 
per Ib. 

Over Twice the Quantity. 

“The winter output will be found 
to be about two and a half times 
greater than last year,” said Mr. 
Marker, ‘‘When all is reckoned up 
the output will be about 200,000 
pounds, as compared with 73,000 
pounds lust winter. The increase is 
due to natural causes, as farmers 
have seen the profits to be made and 
are giving the creamery business care- 
ful attention,” 

Equal to 1906. 

Asked as to the prospect for the 
coming season, Mr, Marker said that 
the output for this year would be 
about as large as that of 1906, which 
was the year of the greatest produc- 
tion in ihe history of the province. 
The herds, which were reduced by 
the severe winter of 1906-1907, have 
now quite. recovered their strength, 

id, with the addition of new ones, 
the output is alwaye on the Nucrease, 
The marke, conditions are quite satis- 
factory to. Mr, Marker and are being 
continually strengthened by reason 
of the uniformity in, production of the 
Alberta product. Mr. Marker thought 
that the plentiful rains of June end 
July have puj the pastures in excel- 
lent’ shape, so that there will be no 
failing off in the output of the 
creameries during the remainder of 
the summer season.

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BRITAIN WILL BUILD 
MORE DREADNAUGHTS 


Government Has Investigated Care- 
fully and Will Lay Down Four of 
Super Kind — Announcement 

Made by the Admiralty, 


London, July 27.—The 
camp has again won the day and 
four additional super-Dreaduoughts 
are to be added to the current year’s 
ship building progfam. 

eginald McKenna, first lord of the 
admiralty, officially confirmed this 
in the House of Commons this after- 
noon, saying that after a very anxi- 
ous and careful examination into the 
ship-building conditions of foreign 
countries, the government had come 
to the conclusion that it was desir- 
able to take all necessary steps to in- 
sure the laying down of four addi- 
tional. Dreadnoughts im April, to be 
completed in March, 1912, 

Mr. MeKenna went on to say that 
foreign shipbuilding had developed 
apace, (Italy and Austro-Hungary, 
according to the ample evidence col- 
lected by the government, each have 
definitely committed themselves to 
the construction of four ‘battleships 


big navy 


of the largest size and the largest 
type. 
The first lord of the admiralty 


mentioned that of the two big ships 


to be laid dowa in November the 
government haa decided that one 


should be an improved cruiser, as 
the Admiralty had plans of cruisers 
more powerful and faster than the 
Invincible and Indomitable type. 
Mr. McKenna said that during the 
three yeare that the British govern- 
ment was doing its best to restrict 
the growth of armaments, Germany 
iaid down eleven large armored ships 
to Great Britain’s cight. After these 
three years of experience he consid- 
ered it would be unsafe to continue 
on these lines and the time had ar- 
rived to take steps to secure British 
predominance on the sea, he 
Radical and Labor members protest- 
ed against the increased expenditure 
and Premier Asquith begged them to 
believe that the program was not in- 
troduced in the spirit of aggression, 
but a month’s anxious deliberation 
had forced the eabinet to the reluct- 
ant conclusion that the enlerged pro- 
gram was the only one which, with 
proper regard for the éafety of the 
empire, they could” honestly ask 
parliament to accept,

HUDSON’S BAY CO. FINED. 


North Bay Headquarters in Unlawful 
Possession of Beaver Skins. 


North Bay, Ont., July 27—Three 
thousand two hundred and forty dol- 
lars was the fine imposed upon the 
Hudson’s Bay company today by Pol- 
ice Magistrate Weager, on a charge of 
having unlawfully in their possession 
15 beaver and 39 otter skins on June 
29 last ’ 

This penalty is the result of a seiz- 
ure of skins at the Hudson's Bay com- 
pany headquarters, North Bay, made 
‘by Game Overseer Blea and Chief 
Game Warden Tinsley, were in at. 
tendance. Leighton McCarthy, M.P., 
appeared for the defence and contend. 
ed that the skins were shipped from 
Osnaburg, Keewatin district, and 
Quebee, that the company were guilty 
of no wrongful act but they really had 
infringed the uct by- shipping the 
skins without the required affidavit. 
Also that the Ontario game laws were 
not applicable to the Hudson’s Bay 
company. The defence pleaded guilty 
to a technical breach of the act jn 
not having the required affidavits and 
claimed that as subsection 4, section 
62 had been repealed, if a fine was 
imposed, only a total penalty of $20 
to $100 couki be levied as only one 
charge had ‘been made.

St. Petersburg, July 27.--Russia at 
last has made a start with the nu- 
cleus of her future navy, Significant. 
ly enough, the keels of foyr Dread 
noughts wets laid down simultane- 
ously on the day ovefote the German 
emperor exchanged courtesies with 
the Czar in the waters of Finland. 

Two of these Dreadnoughts, to ve 
named the Sevastopol and the Petro- 
paviovsk, were laid down at the Bai 
tic works, afid the other two, the 
Gangot and the Poltava, at the new 
admiralty dockyard on the oppo- 
site side of the Neva. Their length 
will be 590 feet, their width 93 1-2 feet 
and their draught 27 feet. The 
horse-power will be 42,000 and they 
will have a coal capacity of 3000 tons.

AS TO THE ROAD QUESTION. 
Editor Bulletin :— 


In my preceding article to your 
paper on this question, I pointed out 
the means by which tlhe home govern- 
ment could assist us in the building 
up of traffic roads in the province, by 
allowing the Provincial Government 
to handle and administer the sales 
of sections 9 and 27 in each township. 
Therefore, assuming that I have 
made this clear, my object in pen- 
ning this supplementary letter will be 
to justify my stand ‘in asking the 
Federal government to give us the 
handling of the sections mentioned. 

The public domain in the territory 
now owned by the western provinces, 
from confederation to the present 
time, has been manipulated through 
various schemes towards profiting 
the country, For instance the num- 
erous railway land grants, amounting 
to over 64,000,000 xcres, were granted 
to the different corporations to aid 
them in the building of railways, with 
the ultimate aim of inducing settlers 
from other parts of the world, and 
the government has also very liberal- 
ly dealt with something like 28 col-* 
onization’ companies embracing an- 
other 1,500,000 acres with the primery 
object of securing settlement and cul- 
tivation to the lands covered by wae 
agreements, [t is very true a num- 
ber of these transactions have not 
heen judiciously carried out, but nev- 
ertheless, the sole intention behind 
all these grants was to stimulate im- 
migration to the once waste but fer- 
tile lands of this part of the country, 
and no land grants have been made 
by either political party for any other 
object whatever. We can apply the 
same argument to homesteading and 
preempting. What is the object of 
dealing out all this land at the rate 
of $10.00 per quarter section to sett'e 
the country with a thrifty and indus- 
trious people, nothing more, and noth- 
ing less. So that the lands of the 
west have been handled throughout 
for the sole purpose of getting people 
to make their permanent abode here, 
to the end that we may become a 
populous, industrious and thrifty na- 
tion, Therefore, in putting this pro- 
position before the public, I want t 
distinctly understood that it is not 
my intention to depart from the us- 
ual mod: of procedure in any way how- 
ever trifling. I am finding no fault 
whatever with what has been done 
by either political party in the west 
regarding the disposal of our public 


domain in the past. My stand is 
simply this, that the building of 
roads and bridges in the province 


would be an important faction in get- 
ting the land settled by a more pros- 
perous and contented people, and, 
until these roads and bridges are 
constructed in « measure to warrant 
the settlers being more satisfied, the 
working out of our immigration policy 
is in fault, and requires fixing up. 
If the question of using our lands 
along the line of inducing settlers to 
make their homes among us, is a 
sane policy, in what better way can 
these two sections be utilized than in 
the building up of our highways. 
There can be but one answer to the 
question, and that is in the affirma- 
tive. Seeing now that the unappro-

Pat- 
ten has never made e# dollar on the 
bear or short side of wheat save in a 
sealping way and the writer predicts 
that he will again be seen in the lead 
of the bulls. Quite general rains are 
expected over the Northwest and the 
winter wheat belt during the next 36 
hours. These conditions will mean 
a partial halt in the preparation and 
movement of winter wheat as well as 
of further talk of the appearance of 
rust in the spring wheat fields.

It paddies its feet, gummed with the 
vile rotting matter, in baby’s m‘lk, 
It probably disseminates every dis- 
ease, Lt must be exterminated, It 
can be driven out of every city, Io 
an age of knowledge, screens ana 
cheap disinfectants there is no excuse 
for flies in any household.
